DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . The response filed on 8/03/2009 lias been entered. Claims 1-22 are presented 
for examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
cited prior art references, taken alone or in combination with other references disclose 
teach or fairly suggest a differential amplifier including two inputs, each of the sensors 
connected to a respective one of the two inputs; and an arrangement configured to 
cover the signal-sensitive surface of a sensor of the at least two sensors of the 
additional detector system not used for scanning to deactivate the sensor not used for 
scanning. 

The best prior of record Novak discloses a scale reader comprising one or more 
sensors which read the incremental marks and the reference marks. Two 
readheads/sensors read the coded references mark and the use of only one single 
readhead/sensor for the coded reference mark, instead of the two readhead/sensor. 

Novak fails to specifically disclose a differential amplifier including two inputs, 
each of the sensors connected to a respective one of the two inputs; and an 
arrangement configured to cover the signal-sensitive surface of a sensor of the at least 
two sensors of the additional detector system not used for scanning to deactivate the 
sensor not used for scanning. 
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Accordingly one of ordinary skill in the art would have not been motivated to 
modify the teachings of the prior art to meet the claim limitations as set fourth in the 
present invention.
